No. A - 597 .- The Government of India have had under 
consideration the question of augmenting the printing 
capacity of their printing presscs , located at Simla , New 
Delhi, Aligarh and Calcutta . The machinery in these 
presses has become old and worn out ; and their outturni 
has decreased on account of their age and frequent broak 
downs. On the other hand , printing demands have 
Bonsiderably increased due inter alia to tho cstablishment 
of the new Ministries and offices on account of the 
country s new status . It has also become imperative to 

nge to print the debates of the Constituent Assembly 
in different Indian languages . Some of the Government 
Departments and Ministries viz . tho Survey of India , the 
Publication Division of the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting and the Ministry of Commcrce have got their 
own printing presses , for their specialised work , but even 
so the Government of India Presses under the C . P . & S . 
are unable to cope with the steady increase in the demands 
of Govornment offices and it is necessary now to make 
an overall reviow of the whole position . 

2 . A senior Manager of the Government of India 
Presses was pluced on spocinl duty to cxamine the needs 
of the situation . He has submitted a report with A five 
yenr programmo of development . The Government of
